Marching Song- Gate- 11/28. 2 pro- Herald Tribune, 

Post- and 3 con- Times, Journal American, World Telegram 
Sun- filed on new play by British actor-author John Whiting 
presented by George Simonian -Peter Kass with Kevin Mc- 
Carthy, Roger Plowden, Brooke Hayward, directed by Kass. 
Diverse views expressed on writing and acting with agree - 
ment only on Donald Bailey Tirrell's effective sets. Heading 
pro sfde Kerr, Herald Tribune, rated Whiting a fascinating 

new playwright with a mind of his own, the play by turns start- 
ling, tantalizing, illuminating, while the cast would have been 
better with more mature performing in a few roles. Herridge, 
Post, suggested play crammed with provocative ideas could be 
made more exciting with pruning and several cast changes. 
Though playwright has gone over his head, or ours, with an 
ocean of symbolism which drains the drama of immediate 

stage excitement even while it stabs the brain the writing is 
interesting enough to warrant the trip downtown. Cast is un- 
even, drama editor added, with Hayward more: like a finishing 
school graduate than a pickup from the streets, and McCarthy 
unpleasantly monotonous at first but better in the final scenes. 
Con side mood led by Atkinson, Times, who billed performance 
as ponderous and slow in an over-heated theatre were the play 
was melted down and the audience parboiled. Plowden he thought 
was only actor making play interesting, rest like a tired stock 
company at the end of the season. Thus Times aisle-sitter found 
it difficult to have a coherent opinion about the merits of the play 
McClain, Journal American, praised writing as stimulating, cast 
as exceptional and set highly professional, but admitted he was 
bored with the over-indulgence of symbolism, recommending it 
only for devotees of oblique theatre. Aston, WTS, agreed script 
had challenging ideas, but lacked drama and excitement. More 

of an old-fashioned spiel feast than a play, he suggested each 
member of the audience should be provided with a bucket of 
beer. McCarthy he okayed as intelligently interesting, -but sev- 
eral of the other cast members he thought awful. 


Pictures in the Hallway-Phoenix 12/26-1/3. 5 pro- Times, 
Herald Tribune, News, Post, World Telegram & Sun- and | con- 
Journal American-filed on revival of Paul Shyre's adaptation of 
Sean O'Casey's autobiography by Phoenix for limited engagement 
with Mildred Dunnock, Eric Berry, Don Madden, staged by Stuart 
Vaughan. All elements of the staged reading were applauded, 
while sole dissenter agreed with approval of production he don't 
rate such proceedings theatre. Atkinson, Times, found it a stim- 
ulating theatrical experience ,a first rate interlude, ridding the 
mind of Lysistrata. Crist, Herald Tribune, listed it as a series 
of portraits of varying qualities worth seeing for the melody of 
Eric Berry's reading, occassional flashes of fire and for the 
O'Casey story itself. McHarry, News, enjoyed the over-all effect, 
staged with taste and dignity. Herridge, Post, was moved by the 


lovely theatre piece, even in its alusiveness,. She thought dir- 
ector could have moved his actors more to eliminate some of 
the static quality. Aston, WTS, marked it a first rate revival 
with elevated craftsmanship and teamwork of the highest order. 
Single negative vote from McClain, Journal American, admitted 
all of the above attributes, but critic stated that he liked to do 
his reading home alone. 


The Tempest-East 74- 12/27.2 pro- Herald Tribune, 
Journal American-and 3 con- Times, Post, World Telegram& 
Sun- filed on production of Shakespeare's comedy staged and 
edited by Rolf Forsberg, presented by Festa Productions with 
Edward Asner, Monica May, Barbara Berjer. Mild pros okay- 
ed first local production of play in 15 years inspite of some 
obvious faults, items panned by majority. Crist, Herald Trib- 
une, felt that even a bad production was better than none, and 
that the broadness of the performances make it entertaining 
for the uninitiated, though hardly what the Bard had in mind, 
McClain, Journal American, okayed it as a bright if not brill- 
iant interpretation with Berjer as Ariel as a most assuredand 
beguiling newcomer. Reviewer thought set by Andrew Johns- 
Robert Darnell very poor. Atkinson, Times, panned actors as 
a dispirited troupe under slovenly direction, with the incomp- 
etence appearing simultaneously with the actors, Watts,Post, 
also panned it as fairly dismil with little sav high purposes, 
and any reported new directing thoughts were not visible. 
Aston, WTS, enjoyed neat musical score by Thomas O'Hor- 
gan, but otherwise admitted that only one scene could be 
heard through the heavy sea sound effects. 


The Mime Theatre of Etienne Decroux-Cricket-12/23 
2 pro- Times, Journal American- and 3 con- Herald Tribune,- 
post , World Telegram & Sun- filed on program of French 
mime.teacher and six US students presented for limited four 
week run by Miles Kreuger-Henry Jaglom. All agreed that 
it was rightly a lecture demonstration, not a full evening of 
theatre entertainment. Gelb, Times, found it a fascinating 
and provocative lecture demonstration illustrating the range 
and beauty comprehended in the art of mime with Decroux 
shining as the creator of several stunning group numbers. 
O'Connor, Journal American, for the most part found the 
quiet mobility beautiful,a joy to behold as legs, arms and 
torso are brought into full play. He did think some of the 
scenes too long and the off-stage voice describing them in- 
distinct. Negative voters listed it as merely a graduation ex- 
ercise by uneven candidates. Several noted that Decroux may 
be past his prime. Kerr, Herald Tribune, billed group as catch 
as catch can, and the offstage voice an insult to actor and aud- 
ience. Herridge, Post, didn't like the trite underdeveloped little 
sketches which held nothing to make it an evening of creative 
theatre. Aston, WTS, labled it a recital in artistic calisthentics 
lacking variety, virility though both the girls and the cookies 
provided by the management at intermission delicious.

Pictures in the Hallway was a delightful theatre event 
presented by the Phoenix to prove that they didn't lose their 
taste-buds in a fall rainstorm. It was wonderful entertain - 
ment and deserved more than the 13 performances presented 
as a Holiday present to alert NY theatre fans. The lovely Irish 
speech, brilliant insight and images of O'Casey were shared by 
the cast and audience , each enjoying its role in the staged read- 
ing. The evening would have been sufficiently rewarding just to 
hear the soft, lilting voice of Eric Berry narrate the O'Casey 
text, but each and every cast member was superb, while the 
lighting and brief musical backgrounds were always in the 
best style and taste. Fund givers and subscribers can best 
mark off Lysistrata as a foolish attempt at a college stunt 
night that backfired.

Theatre directors will have to wait a few years before 
they are recognized as a group capable of organizing as a 
craft union. The decision of the League of NY Theatres not 
to recognize the recently formed trade group as a bargain- 
ing agent does not change any of the problems inherent in the 
life of the directors. By informing the stagers that they are 
literally like the producers, in business for themselves, may 
be a mistake. Too many elements of theatre operation are 
convinced they are in business for themselves, and sloppy 
productions are the result. The high-priced , talented dir- 
ectors are not rabble-rousers and if they thought their best 
interests could be served by an organization, the producers 
owe it to them to consider them as such.

Understandably actors, directors and playwrights who 
have a chance to work on the new Dallas Theatre Center 
stage designed by Frank Lloyd Wright are anxious to see 
how it works. But the full effect of the handsome structure 
might easily be lost if Texas stagehands make as much noise 
as NY stagehands,

Steady increase in number of Off Broadway productions 
the first half of this season is because of /or inspite of the 
new Equity minimums for actors. The number of " vanity " 
productions have been kept to the minimum this season, as 
the length of runs have continued to increase, The question 
of who can or cannot make money producing Off Broadway is 
one better left to the accountants to settle, but the fact is that 
the increased minimums requiring producers to employ almost 
full Equity casts has aided all concerned,

Two series of feature this week on the 12 theatre party 
agents show the importance of this small group of women to 
the theatre industry. No one except a millionaire theatre -goer 
can really blame the producers for insuring their investors by 
accepting as many prepaid theatre parties in advance as they 
can sign. The complaint that seems legit is the one that too 
many producers paste productions together with both eyes on 
what the theatre party agents think the public wants, and not 
wuat would necessarily make the best theatre. The ticket buy- 
ing public rights begin with the full support of the type of good 
theatre the party agents don't buy. Most time the serious buff 
isn't happy when he finally get seats to the other type of theatre 
anyway.
